All w e kno w is Bo a rd Cha ir­ 
m a n A ugust H. Fra za , D is­ 
trict 4 , ca lled a ro und 2 p .m . to 
sa y there w a s to be a m eeting 
a bo ut the la ndfill in the m a y ­ 
o r’s o ffice a t 4 p.m . 
F ra z a obv iou sly inform ed 
other members of the media, 
since ou r rep orter was not the 
only one attending the meeting. 
The board chairm an’s offer 
to p u rchase the landfill, “lock , 
stock and barrel,” is abou t the 
most p ositiv e statement which 
has come from the cou nty in the 
y ears the city has stru ggled 
with the landfill. 
Whether Fraza cou ld sell this 
idea to the whole board is a de­ 
batable q u estion. 
H o w ev er w e wo uld co m ­ 
m ent tha t, sho uld it be d em ­ 
o nstra ted tha t is a go o d dea l 
fo r the city , a ll 14 D istrict 3 
a nd 4 m em bers sho uld v o te 
fo r it a nd tha t is ex a ctly ha lf 
the 
m em bership, 
m ea ning 
o nly o ne m o re v o te wo uld be 
needed to ca rry the idea into 
p ra ctice. 
Dix on’s p roblem with a land­ 
fill dates back more than 20 
y ears, w’hen the city acq u ired 
p rop erty sou th of the city in 
Sou th 
Dix on 
Township 
and 
started a landfill in v iolation of 
a township p rohibition of su ch 
op erations. 
This m atter cam e to a head in 
Au g. 19 6 8, when Elm er Miller, 
cou nty zoning enforcement of­ 
ficer, told city commissioners if 
they did not get ou t of the land­ 
fill bu siness in Sou th Dix on 
Township he wou ld tak e the city 
to cou rt. 
M iller’s ultim a tum set o ff a 
sea rch by the city fo r a site 
fo r a la ndfill. In the p ro cess 
the city fa thers ina dv ertently 
snubbed the N elso n V illa ge 
Bo a rd in co nsidera tio n o f a 
la nd pa rcel nea r the v illa ge 
lim its 
w ith o u t 
c o n su ltin g 
them . 
This breach was not com ­ 
p letely healed, at least enou gh 
to get the coop eration of the 
Nelson v illage fathers, and for 
this and other reasons nothing 
came of that v entu re. 
With Miller breathing down 
the city ’s neck , the search went 
on. Another site, also in Nelson 
Township , was stu died, which 
was sou th of Woodland Shores; 
and this brou ght p rotests from 
those residents. The idea of se­ 
lecting 
this 
location 
w as 
drop p ed p artly becau se of the 
p rotests and also becau se of a 
q u estion abou t the k ind of soil 
and sand. 
Other pro bings 
went o n, 
m o stly in N elso n To wnship, 
but a lso in pa rts o f So uth D ix ­ 
o n To wnship. T hese included 
o ffers o f fa rm s fo r sa le, no ne 
o f which pro v ed suita ble. 
Along came a rep ort from 
state geologists which declared 
there were few locations in Lee 
Cou nty where the su bsoil is 
su itable for establishing a land-

SPRINGFIELD, 111. ( A P I - 
State School Su p t. Michael Bak ­ 
alis said today he has conferred 
with Gov . Daniel Walk er abou t 
the p ossibility of increasing the 
39 p er cent lev el of state aid to 
common schools to abou t 41 or 
42 p er cent. 


Bak alis said in a news con­ 
ference the p resent lev el of aid 
costs the state ap p rox imately 
$877 million a y ear. 


The su p erintendent said the 
q u estion of increased aid will 
be p u rsu ed in p rolonged joint 
sessions p lanned for staffs of 
both Bak alis and Walk er. Both 


su p erintendent and gov ernor 
are Democrats. 
Bak alis staff mem bers said 
su ch conferences were nev er 
held by Bak alis with former 
Gov . Richard B. Ogilv ie, a Re­ 
p u blican. 
The 
su p erintendent, 
who 
called the conference p rincip al­ 
ly to annou nce the first stu dent 
rep resentativ es to p u blic higher 
edu cation 
gov erning 
boards, 
said he did not k now whether 
the increased state aid cou ld be 
accomp lished withou t raising 
tax es. 
Howev er, he said, a state 
stu dy committee on efficiency 


and economy of schools has re­ 
p orted that $150 million cou ld 
be sav ed by better bu siness op ­ 
erating p rocedu res in condu ct 
of schools. 


“Ev en if only a half or a 
third of this amou nt can be 
sav ed, it is 
great deal of 
money ,” he said. 


“We mu st hav e a massiv e 
reordering of p riorities, a con­ 
stant 
attemp t 
to 
eliminate 
waste,” he said. 
“ Besides,” he added, “feder­ 
al rev enu e sharing and econom­ 
ic growth that wou ld increase 
state rev enu es area additional 


income factors.” 
“ If all these things click in 
some magical way ,” Bak alis 
said, “we cou ld eliminate the 
p ossibility of a tax increase.” 
The Rep u blican senate p resi­ 
dent, William C. Harris, said 
Wednesday he did not see how 
Walk er cou ld adhere to his 
stance of no new tax es or no 
tax increases du ring the fou r 
y ears of his administration, 
p articu larly 
becau se of 
the 
p ressu re to increase state aid 
to common schools. Harris said 
he fav ors u sing rev enu e shar­ 
ing fu nds to reliev e p rop erty 
tax p ay ers. 


Harris said there is not only 
a state constitu tional mandate 
to increase state fu nding of 
common schools to at least 50 
p er cent, bu 1; there is a trend in 
cou rt ru lings to discou rage re­ 
liance on local p rop erty tax es 
for school fu nding. 


In relation to his own fu tu re, 
Bak alis said he is “not con­ 
cerned” abou t rep orts the Re­ 
p u blican ma jority in the legis­ 
latu re wou ld contriv e to block 
the p ossibility of Bak alis’ a p ­ 
p ointment a s state school su ­ 
p erintendent. by legislation. 
Under the state constitu tion, 


the legislatu re is ma nda ted to 
create a state board o f educa ­ 
tion which wou ld pro v ide a su­ 
p erintendent by a ppo intment in­ 
stead of by election. 
Ba ka lis 
was elected. 


Newsmen

- Y/ju could hardly tell a dove from 
a hawk in Congress (and may we 
never need to use those terms again) 
when the Vietnam cease-fire was 
announced. 
WKile the former were perhaps 
not as brimming over as the latter 
with braise for President Nixon’s 
steadfastness in pursuing a peace 
agreement that has a chance of 
working and lasting, both were unit­ 
ed in their expressions of joy that the 
war has finally come to an end. 
A pointed—almost poignant— 
comment was made by one con­ 
gressman, however. 
“ The President has been so se­ 
cretive both about his warmaking 
and;his peacemaking,” said Rep. 
Jamaes V. Stanton, Ohio Democrat, 
“ thaitT and other members of Con­ 
gress-up until this time lack suffi­ 
cient information to judge whether 
President Nixon has achieved a 
peace; with honor, whatever he 
means by that word. We find our­ 
selves in a situation where a very 
complicated war ends up in a highly 
complicated truce. 
“ Now that reasons for secrecy no 
longer exist, as President Nixon 
himself asserted Tuesday night 
(Jan. 23), I would hope that he takes 
Congress into his confidence and 
seeks the legislative branch in ef­ 
forts tp maintain the peace.” 
That, in a nutshell, pretty well 
sums; up the role of Congress 
throughout the Vietnam war.

In the beginning, lacking the full 
information on which Lyndon B. 
Johnson based his fateful decisions, 
Congress could only trust his judg­ 
ment, as did the nation as a whole. 
(Indeed, the American public 
still lacks that information and we 
are having a trial—the “ Pentagon 
Papers” trial—over the revelation 
of some of the secret assessments 
and reports which led to our involve­ 
ment in Vietnam.)

to support the President. Its repeal 
of the Tonkin Gulf resolution, which 
President Johnson had used as his 
authority to take whatever steps he 
considered necessary to meet North 
Vietnam’s military threat to South 
Vietnam, was a symbolic gesture, 
changing neither the past nor the 
present. 
FinaL'y, at the end, Congress was 
reduced almost to a position of im­ 
potence and futility, talking endless­ 
ly about voting a cut-off of war funds 
by this date or that date, yet fearful 
of undercutting President Nixon in 
the Paris negotiations.

Even now it may be asked what 
Congress can contribute, as Stanto 
hopes, to “ efforts to maintain the 
peace.” If it so much as debates a 
ban on any retaliatory use of U.S. air 
power in case the Communist break 
the peace, it will no doubt be accused 
of encouraging the very possibility 
of renewed aggression. 
A “ war powers” bill that has 
been kicking around Congress for <t 
long time would, 
among other 
things, limit executive latitude in re­ 
sponding militarily to a crisis to a 30- 
day period. But it has been criticized 
on the grounds that not only would it 
not have prevented Vietnam but it 
could actually endanger future ra ­ 
tional security. 
Whatever else it did, the Vietnam 
war raised serious and fundamental 
questions about the contitutionai di­ 
vision of powers and responsibilities 
between the legislative and execu­ 
tive branches, questions that may 
now be transferred to the domestic 
scene in the hot controversy between 
Congress and President Nixon over 
spending authority. 
But as for peace in Vietnam, in 
the final analysis it depends upon the 
good will of the signatories to the 
treaty. And as for the chance of fu­ 
ture Vietnams, it depends upon 
whether the world has learned any­ 
thing, and whether the great powers 
are ready to lead it across President 
Nixon’s envisioned threshold of a 
new era of peace.

It was mete that a decision in the 
case of William F. Buckley Jr. and 
M. Stanton Evans against the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Television and 
Radio Artists (AFTRA) was handed 
down by one so erudite and witty as 
Federal District Judge Charles L. 
Brieant Jr. A jurist who can quote 
from a Gilbert & Sullivan operetta 
and cite the motivations of Henry of 
Navarre had to be equipped to deal 
with the historic and Constitutional 
issues of the litigation. 
At issue in the case against 
AFTRA was the question: Can a 
union nullify the First Amendment 
by making the unfettered expression 
of ideas subject to union member­ 
ship, as well as union rules and regu­ 
lations? Does membership in AF­ 
TRA have a “ chilling” effect of the 
exercise of First Amendment rights. 
Buckley and Fwans, who had veen 
compleed to join AFTRA in order to 
comment on the issues of our times, 
cited chapter and verse to prove the 
affirmative of these questions—and 
they were sustained by Judge Bri­ 
eant. 


The court further noted that un­ 
der AFTRA regulations any com­ 
mentator or news analyst can be dis­ 
ciplined by the union or deprived of 
employment if he expresses views 
which are considered “ detrimental” 
to AFTRA—a clear case of prior re­ 
straint, censorship, which the Su­ 
preme Court held to be unconstitu­ 
tional in the Pentagon Papers case, 
amid loud applause from those who 
now deplore Judge Brieant’s deci­ 
sion in the Buckley-Evans case. 


The litigation, it is fair to say, 
would not have been pushed to suc­ 
cess in a Federal District court were 
it not for the National Right to Work 
Legal Defense Foundation. Unless 
the Supreme Court reverses the Bri­ 
eant decision, the foundation will 
have been amply rewarded. For in a 
landmark case, the court has recog­ 
nized that the First Amendment and 
its guarantees are not nullified by 
the National Labor Relations Act. 


The Brieant decision applies fair­ 
ly narrowly to the electronic media. 
But it can hardly be too long before 
the courts will be asked to rule on the

Negotiations with Communists 
anywhere are inescapably shrouded 
in some mystery, and those with 
Hanoi ending the Vietnam war are 
surely no exception. 
Given the inherent, impenetrable 
secrecy of Communist states, it may 
he we shall never solve such mys­ 
teries. But there is precious little 
curiosity on the part of some critical 
American public figures and many 
allegedly 
diligent 
American 
foreign affairs reporters. 
The greatest unsolved mystery 
on Vietnam is what brought Hanoi to 
the private bargaining table on Oct. 
8, 1972, with serious negotiating 
proposals. 
Talks with the North Vietnamese 
had begun four years and five 
months earlier, on May 1 0, 1968. In 
all that time, no move toward real 
give and take had been made, 
Hanoi's “ proposals” usually called 
for unconditional withdrawal of U.S. 
forces and, at best, the disguised 
surrender of the Saigon government 
through enforced creation of a 
“ coalition government” in South 
Vietnam, which Hanoi obviously 
expected to dominate quickly. 
Military andi political issues were 
deemed inseparahie. 
So, again, why the absolutely 
stunning reversal on last Oct. 8? 
Was there effective pressure 
Irom Peking and Moscow9 Did our 
bombing and mining of the Hanoi- 
Haiphong 
area truly hurt? 
Did 
Hanoi suffer from the failure of it$ 
big frontal assault across the 
Demilitar ized Zone into South Viet­ 
nam in early 1972? 
It cou.ld have been any of these 
things, or some combination, or 
something else we know nothing of.

Where were 
the terms to capitalize quickly on 
that triumph, before we learned

Hanoi’s 
negotiators came to Paris — and sat 
like stones. 
Democratic war critics, con­ 
sumed today with the need for self- 
justification, wonder why the 1973 
peace settlement could not have 
been achieved by President Nixon 
instantly upon his first inauguration 
in 1969. 
What was so magic about that? If 
suitable terms were then available 
from Hanoi, is it not fair to assume 
they also were at hand earlier in 
January 
and possibly before — 
when Democrats were negotiating? 
This stuff about 1969 smacks of 
hypocrisy, if not fraud. The critics 
don't have a shred of evidence that 
Hanoi was in a serious talking mood 
in early 1969, or for a long time 
thereafter. Indeed, it mounted 
another military flop, the mini Tet 
drive of 1969, before slipping into a 
long spell of battlefield doldrums. 
The truths behind Hanoi’s long- 
delayed real moves to settle remain 
a mystery. And they are not solved 
by mystical, improvable utterances 
from critics who feel much but know 
little 
and are astonishingly un- 
curious about what they do not 
know. 


adverse and chilling effect on free­ 
dom of the press imposed by mem­ 
bership in the American Newspaper 
Guild. But more important as legal 
precedent is Judge Brieant’s resus­ 
citation of First Amendment princi­ 
ples in labor matters. 


F"ew recall that the First Amend­ 
ment is a shield to more than press 
freedom. It also guarantees freedom 
of association, which the NLRA spe­ 
cifically negates. There is no such 
thing as freedom of association, 
which the courts have said includes 
freedom not to associate, as long as 
compulsory unionism is the law of 
the land. Federal courts have syste­ 
matically dodged this issue, under 
pressure from the Labor Establish­ 
ment. But the Constitution states 
that “ Congress shall make no law” 
abridging freedom of association— 
and as the late Justice Hugo Black 
said firmly, “ ‘No law’ means no 
law” ! 


The idea that, by government 
fiat, an individual must join and fi­ 
nancially support a private organi­ 
zation in order to be allowed to earn 


a living is not only violative of the 
Constitution but also, as Bill Buckley 
has put it, a “ modern writ of inden­ 
ture” and a kind of present-day serf­ 
dom. Buckley and Evans are public 
figures and they can take their bat­ 
tle to the courts and to the people. 
But that roughly half of all union 
families oppose compulsory union­ 
ism with no relief from the courts or 
the Congress is a situation which 
cannot indefinitely prevail. 


The AFTRA decision has let 
some light into the dark room of la- 
bor-management 
repression. 
Thomas J. Harris, chairman of the 
National Right to Work Legal De­ 
fense Foundation has called it “ a 
major victory of individual rights 
and press freedom but only a 
crack—although an important and 
significant crack—in the dike in the 
long-term battle” against the abuses 
of compulsory unionism. 


It may be far more than that, 
ushering in a new era of labor justice 
and labor responsibility.

And Now, a Brief Pause for a Station Break" 
Greatest step in 
crackin g time in '73

Having just crossed the Atlantic 
from London in 7b2 hours (soon, by 
superjets, in 2VZ) this is a time- 
minded moment for me. And as we 
advance into 1973 probably the 
greatest story of the year will be the 
astounding one of how we are crack­ 
ing the time lag. 
For man there is no rest and no 
ending, nor is there for a great na­ 
tion. When a nation thinks there is no 
more great work to be done and that 
the purpose of life is to hang on and 
stay put, the night has come and it 
dozes off and begins to die. 
Man must go on—development 
beyond development. And, fortu­ 
nately, it is an immensely accelerat­ 
ed age that welcomes 1973. 
Guglielmo Marconi, just before 
the turn of the century, sparked a 
“ wireless” message from France 
across the English Channel. “ Wire­ 
less” messages successfully ma- 
neuverd a steam launch with no one 
on board in those waters in 1902. Ev­ 
eryone over 70, now watching TV via 
Telstar, was alive even then. 
Not until Jan. 25, 1915, were tele­ 
phone lines at last stretched across 
our continent. Only 58 years ago, 
precisely, inventor Alexander Gra­ 
ham Bell was able to talk, in the first 
transcontinental conversation, with 
the Mayor of San Francisco. 
Adm. Robert E. Peary reached 
the North Pole on April 6, 1909. The 
explorer had devoted 23 relentless 
years to achieving this. His final 
dash from Cape Columbia by sled 
and dogteams took 37 days. On May 
9, 1926, Adm. Richard E. Byrd flew 
(1,545 miles) from Spitsbergen to the 
North Pole in 1 5»/2 hours. Mere sec­ 
onds for our astronauts. 
As early as 1906 a man named 
FYed Marriott drove a Stanley auto­ 
mobile 127 miles an hour. Not until 
1913 had any airplane traveled that 
fast. The first airplane to cross our 
country took 84 days and had to 
make 70 stops. 
In 1917 it took Germany’s first 
airplane raiders (Goliath bombers) 
58 minutes to fly from the Channel 
coast to London. On June 14-15, 1919, 
reversing my plane’s route, man 
tirst flew the Atlantic. F’lying some­ 
times upside down in dense, icy fog. 
Royal Air F’orce Capt. John Alcock 
and navigator Arthur W. Brown 
went 1,960 miles from New foundland 
lo Ireland in 16 hours 12 minutes. 
(Six months later Alcock crashed fa­ 
tally in Normandy and Brown never 


flew again.) 
On May 20-21, 1927, Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh took 33V2 hours to fly 
3,600 miles, New York to Paris. His 
Spirit of St. Louis had a 45-foot wing- 
spread, one motor with 200 horse­ 
power. a top speed of 130 m.p.h., and 
the Lone Eagle flew at an average of 
5,000 feet. How high is the moon? 
The first radar contact with the 
moon was not made (from Belmar, 
N.J.) until January, 1946. Man (Lt. 
Col. John H. Glenn Jr.) did not even 
orbit our earth until Feb. 20, 1962. 
But the many Apollo missions to the 
moon were finished by 1972. And 
since we have broken through to out­ 
er space we have turned the visible 
corner that separates the world of 
possible developments into actual 
ones. 
Enrico Fermi did not crack the 
atom until 1942. By Jan. 17, 1955, the 
first nuclear-powered submarine, 
the U.S.S. Nautilus was completed. 
Within 13 years of FYrmi’s accom­ 
plishment, man moved by atomic 
propulsion for the first time in his­ 
tory. 
The newest nuclear reactor de­ 
signs will require about 100 billion- 
yes, billion—computations. Comput­ 
ers will provide the answers in a sin­ 
gle day. IBM ’s incredible 360-196 gi­ 
ant is capable of handling 16 million 
programmed instructions per sec­ 
ond—yes, per second. 
IBM s 360-196 does make an error 
about every 30 seconds, but that’s 
equivalent to one human mistake 
every 100 years. It performs in a few 
hours all the arithmetic estimated 
ever to have been done by hand by 
all mankind. 
Our hush-hush National Security 
Agency has the world’s most elabo­ 
rate computer system. Our Central 
Intelligence Agency, in turn, has a 
converter that turns Russian into 
English at the rate of 30,000 words an 
hour. Boeing has $100 million worth 
of computers. A jetliner like the 747 
in which I crossed the Atlantic is 
more prefectly streamlined than an 
arrow. Without these computers the 
Boeing 747’s wing alone would have 
taken 20 years of calculations. And 
so it goes. 
Previously it has required a very 
long time for practice to catch up 
with theory. This time lag is man’s 
history. And the fact that the time 
lag is being cracked in a nearly in­ 
credible way is a story that should 
bring 1973 into perspective.

Watergate: 
M any questions 
remain unanswered

Whatever happened to all the 
sensational disclosures the Wa­ 
tergate trial promised? 
They certainly didn’t blaze 
forth in the courtroom where 
G. Gordon Liddy and James W. 
McCord Jr. 
were convicted 
Tuesday of what one defense 
lawyer characterized as “ an or­ 
dinary burglary.” 
It will take another forum in 
another 
place—perhaps 
the 
forthcoming Senate investiga­ 
tion into an allegedly broader 
campaign of political espionage 
and sabotage against Demo­ 
crats—to answer a raft of unan­ 
swered questions. 
The major fact officially es­ 
tablished for the first time is 
that Republicans were spying 
on the Democrats at the high­ 
est levels. The lingering ques­ 
tion is: W HY? 
Government prosecutors vol­ 
unteered their idea in the open­ 
ing statement 
to the jury: 
“ They 
(campaign 
officials) 
were concerned about demon­ 
strations by extremist groups 
on either the left or the right.” 
But at the close of the trial, 
Asst. U.S. Atty. Earl J. Silbert 
seemed to be debunking his 
own theory when he ridiculed 
the defense argument that this 
was why the Democratic tele­ 
phones were tapped. 
“ Isn’t the only conclusion 
that that had nothing to do with 
it?” he asked. 
“ They were 
looking for political strategy 
and things of a personal na­ 
ture.” 
Had there been such knowl­ 
edge in Democratic party head­ 
quarters about possible vio­ 
lence, Silbert said, the Demo­ 
crats would have called author­ 
ities themselves. 
U.S. District 
Court 
Judge 
John J. Sirica, who had said 
the jury would want to know 
whether political espionage was 
involved in the break-in last 
June, took a hand himself when 
he thought lawyers for either 
side were ducking questions. 
One witness was Hugh W. 
Sloan, treasurer of the cam­ 
paign finance committee. The 
judge sent the jury out of the 
room and asked some pointed 
questions: 
Q. You said, I think and cor­ 
rect me if I am in error, that 
you turned over a total of about 
$199,000 in cash (to Liddy).... 
Where did you get that money 
from? 
A. Cash fund contributions to 
the President’s campaign. 
Q. What was the purpose of 
turning over $199,000 to Liddy? 
A. I have no idea. 
Q. Who authorized you to 
turn the $199,000 over to Mr. 
Liddy in cash? 


A. Jeb Magruder (deputy di­ 
rector of the re-election com­ 
mittee). 
Q. For what purpose? 
A. I have no idea. 
Q. You didn’t question Mr. 
Magruder about the purpose of 
the $199,000? 
A. No, sir. I verified with Mr. 
Stans $nd Mr. Mitchell he was 
authorized to make those. 


Maurice H. Stans, the former 
secretary of Commerce, was fi­ 
nance chairman of the Nixon 
campaign. Former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell was campaign 
chairman. Neither was called 
to testify, although some of the 
money provided Liddy wound 
up with the Watergate bur­ 
glars. 
There were other questions 
left open. 
Sloan said that later in the 
morning of the Watergate ar­ 
rests he saw Liddy in campaign 
committee headquarters, add­ 
ing: 


“ To the best of my recollec­ 
tion what he indicated was: 
‘My boys were caught last 
night ; I made a mistake by us­ 
ing somebody from there which 
I told them I would never do. 
I ’m afraid I ’m going to lose my 
job.’” 
Who was ‘them’? It was nev­ 
er explained. 
Another witness said Liddy 
had a stack of papers—in­ 
dicating with his hands a pile 
of eight inches or more—and 
was looking for a paper shred­ 
der. No testimony was elicited 
about what was in those pa­ 
pers, but Liddy’s lawyer, Peter 
Maroulis, said Liddy destroyed 
them because “ he didn’t want 
to cause embarrassment to the 
Committee for the Re-Election 
of the President. He knew he 
had made a monumental er­ 
ror.” 


One of the government’s chief 
witnesses was Alfred C. Bald­ 
win III, a rotund former F B I 
agent, who testified McCord 
hired him to be on the receiv­ 
ing end of the wiretapped con­ 
versations. 
In a pre-trial interview with 
the Los Angeles Times, Bald­ 
win said McCord issued him a 
loaded 38-caliber revolver and 
said “ You’ll wear this.” Bald­ 
win told the Times he ques­ 
tioned McCord about a permit 
and added: 
“ He handed me a card bear­ 
ing his name and the name of 
the re-election committee and 
said: ‘You’re working for the 
former attorney general and 
there’s no way a policeman or 
any other law-enforcement offi­ 
cer is going to question your 
right to carry that weapon.” 
Baldwin was not asked about 
the gun at the trial.

CLARK A IR BASE, Philip­ 
pines (A P) — They wait im­ 
patiently under the torrid sun 
— psychiatrists and surgeons, 
intelligence specialists and so­ 
cial workers, tailors and tech­ 
nicians. 
There have been so many 
new arrivals that every bed on 
this U.S. Air Force base in the 
Southwest Pacific — the largest 
outside the United States — has 
been filled. The overflow has 
moved into the garish hotels of 
Angeles City outside the gates. 
Also waiting are a score of 
jet aircraft with crews on full 
alert, a task force of Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marine of­ 
ficers manning a command 
post, and a nearly empty hospi­ 
tal.

SAIGO N (A P ) - Thousands 
of Saigon bargirls are in a 60- 
day race against time to catch 
an American G I as a husband. 
A few will win but most will 
lose — some deliberately. 
These girls have been closer 
to the American soldiers than 
almost any other Vietnamese. 
Many 
are mothers of half- 
American children. 
In the sleazy bars on Plan­ 
tation Road near Tan Son Nhut 
airport and the classier clubs in 
downtown Saigon, there is no 
bitterness at the Americans’ 
departure — just sadness. 
“ I am very sad,” said Mai, a 
seven-year veteran of the bar- 
girl circuit. “ You know I got 
baby. When Americans go, I 
can no more make money to 
take care of my baby.” 
Sitting on a bar stool in the 
deserted Lido Bar on Plan­ 
tation Road, she spoke wistfully 
about the G I father of her 
daughter, 4, and son, 6. 
“ Before, he want to m arry 
me and 1 say no. I want stay 
here,” recalled the 25-year-old 
dark-haired mother. “ Nowit be 
too late. Now, I want. But now 
be too late. He gone.” 
In the days when 500,000 GIs 
were in Vietnam, Mai and her 
colleagues at Saigon’s cheaper 
bars made about $325 a month. 
Now, Mai said, she makes only 
about $35 sipping “ Saigon tea" 
al $1.30 a glass and arranging 
Victim of 


occasional late dates. 
Nguyen Mai, 23, who goes by 
the American name “ Cindy,” 
once earned up to $1,350 a 
month Now her monthly take 
ranges from $180 to $325. 
“ When the Americans go, I 
go too.” said Cindy. “ Maybe I 
go to Thailand. I saved my 
money and I no have to work.” 
Cindy, who has a little boy, is 
one of the few bargirls who can 
leave Vietnam on her own. She 
is Chinese and holds a passport 
from the Republic of China. 
It is virtually impossible for 
anyone 
with 
a 
Vietnamese 
passport to leave the country. 
One way is to m arry a foreign­ 
er. Since 1970 the United State« 
has offered Vietnamese girls a 
special “ fiancee visa.” It re­ 
quires her to m arry within 90 
days of arriving in the United 
States. Otherwise, she must re­ 
turn to Vietnam. 
The U.S. Embassy granted 1,- 
511 fiancee visas last year. It 


also recorded 1,554 Vietnamese- 
American marriages -— 553 in­ 
volving m ilitary men. 
Many bars that once catered 
to G Is have closed. 
Girls in the remaining ba rs 
are planning to go hack to their 
families or find other jo bs when 
the American pullout is co m­ 
plete. But a few' are waiting fo r 
fiancee visas — and hoping tha t 
some G I back in the United 
States will send for them. 
Sometimes, the girls said, an 
American G I will offer to m ar­ 
ry a Vietnamese girl — but 
won’t let her take her children 
with her to the States. This o f­ 
ten 
poses 
a 
heart breaking 
choice. 
A few bargirls don’t want to 
m arry an American because 
they don’t 
think they could 
adapt to American customs. 
Some say they couldn’t leavO 
Vietnam because they are sup­ 
porting parents, brothers and 
sisters.

But he refuses to 
give up the girl. 
What are the parents’ legal 
responsibilities? The boy 
in­ 
sists the law says they must 
support him until he is 18. Is 
this true? Are parents obligated 
by law' to support a kid who is 
defiant and refuses to do as 
they say? Advise, please.—A

Dear Friend: A 16-year-old 
boy who takes up with an alco­ 
holic girl 10 years older is in 
need of psychiatric counseling. 
This is what the parents should 
be thinking about rathe r than 
how legally to escape support­ 
ing their son. Since you did ask 
the question, however, I will 
answer it. Yes, there are some 
legal steps the parents can 
take, but I don't give that kind 
of advice. They should see a 
lawyer.

The way the laws are chang­ 
ing it won't be long before any­ 
one who wants a divorce will be

How 
much better this is than the old 
New York law that granted a 
divorce for one reason only— 
adultery.

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Nixon talks like he has tamed economy

N E W Y O RK (A P) - You can 
detect in President Nixon's eco­ 
nomic report to Congress the 
satisfaction of a man who feels 
he has wrestled some very big 
economic problems and now 
has them nearly tamed and re­ 
sponsive to his will 
While the general prediction 
is that it will be another "very 
good" year, he said. " I believe 
it can be a great year." And in 
the spirit of things he has set 
some goals that critics might 
think quite optimistic. 
But it is clear too that he is 
extremely wary that these very 
same problems, inflation espe­ 
cially. might challenge his lead­ 
ership It can be a great year, 
he said, only if we are prudent. 
By implication : more restraint. 


less self-indulgence. 
These are some of the pocket- 
book goals the President has 
set: 
A continued reduction in 
the inflation rate to around 3 
per cent, averaged out for the 
year, and a rate of even less 
than 
that 
during 
the 
final 
months of 1973. 
This is a critical goal and one 
to watch all year long. Many 
private economists feel the rate 
will be 3.5 per cent or above. 
Moreover, they fear it might be 
rising rather than falling as the 
year progresses. 
It also is a goal that can be 
reached only by a bumpy road 
Food is expected to make head­ 
lines in the next few weeks as 
record high farm prices arrive 
at 
the checkout 
counter. 
It 
won t seem like inflation is re- 


ceding. 
The administration concedes 
it has set its sights nigh, and it 
appears to be relying both on 
the self discipline of producers 
and consumers in exercising re­ 
straint . and the discipline of the 
big stick it hasn’t used so far. 
Less optimism is shown in 
regard to employment. It is 
even suggested that the level of 
idleness that must be tolerated 
has been raised from 4 per cent 
of the work force to 4.5 per 
cent, at least for 1973. 
The job goal is for a jobless 
rate of about 4.5 per cent by 
late in the year, compared with 
5 6 per cent last year and 5.9 
per cent in 1971. The rate last 
year fell through the months to 
a 5.1 per cent level in Decem­ 
ber . 
While an earlier figure of 4 


per cent had been set as the 
goal, without a specific date for 
achieving it, the administration 
is seemingly wary that to seek 
that level too quickly might 
force prices higher. 
Economically, full employ­ 
ment is not fuli employment. It 
is the rate of joblessness that 
can be supported without pro­ 
ducing shortages of skill that, 
in turn, push up labor costs and 
then prices. 
Millions of Americans will 
generally be out of work at any 
one time: unable to work, be­ 
tween jobs, laid off and looking, 
unskilled and otherwise idle. 
Incomes are projected to 
rise 
sharply 
in 
1973. 
This 
doesn’t mean that bigger pay 
raises are forthcoming, but it 
does mean that 
p€*ople 
will 
have more money to spend be- 


cause inflation will be reduced. 
In addition, billions of dollars 
in tax refunds already are be­ 
ginning to filter back to those 
who had too much money with­ 
held during 1972. Billions of dol­ 
lars is on its way back to con­ 
sumers. 


—Good prospects are fore­ 
seen also for homebuyers, as 
more than 2 million units be­ 
come available for the third 
straight year. Add to that fig­ 
ure a rough total of one-half 
million mobile homes and you 
have a boom. 


If that level is achieved it 
will tend to keep prices from 
rising sharply as in the pre­ 
vious two years, when there 
was a larger backlog of unsa­ 
tisfied demand.

The Republican president of the 
Illinois Senate said today he be­ 
lieves the state will not get 
through the next four years of 
the Democratic administration 
of Gov. Daniel Walker without 
a tax increase. 
“ Honestly, no,” said Sen W il­ 
liam 
C. 
Harris, 
R-Pontiac, 
when asked in a news confer­ 
ence about his view of the fu­ 
ture of taxes in Illinois. 
Walker has pledged no new 
taxes and no tax increases, and 
repeated this in his first State 
of the State message Tuesday. 
Harris said he could not sug­ 
gest specifics but the Illinois 
constitutional mandate that the 
state provide more than half of 
the cost of common school edu­ 
cation creates a pressure for 
more taxes. The state now pro­ 
vides about 40 per cent of the 
cost 
Also, the trend of court deci­ 
sions has been against depend­ 
ence on 
property 
taxes 
for 
funding schools. 
In 
response 
to 
what 
tax 
would be fairest if there has to 
be a tax hike, Harris said he 
“ saw some sense” making the 
sales tax apply to more types 
of g(K)ds sold, without increas­ 
ing rates, now 5 cents on the 


dollar. 
“ There is a great deal of 
equity in the income tax,” Har­ 
ris said. “ I imagine a rate in­ 
crease would possible be con­ 
sidered if the demands were 
that great.” 
Both the sales tax and the in­ 
come tax each bring the state 
in excess of a billion dollars a 
year. 
Harris called the news con­ 
ference to repeat his announce­ 
ment of four public commission 
hearings on the question of 
property taxes in general. The 
hearings will be held simulta­ 
neously Feb. 
14 in Chicago, 
Palatine, LaSalle and Mount 
Vernon. 
Harris said the hearings are 
designed “ to provide Joe Citi­ 
zen" a chance to give his views 
on property taxes. Harris said 
special interest groups had an 
opportunity to testify during the 
spring legislative special ses­ 
sion to consider former Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie’s proposal 
for a property tax freeze. 
However. 
Harris said, the 
hearings would not be restrict­ 
ed to specific proposals for 
property tax revision or relief. 
The hearing group is the Il­ 
linois 
Economic 
and 
Fiscal 
Commission. 
Harris 
is 
the 


chairman. The commission rec­ 
ommendations 
may 
not 
be 
made before May, he said. 
Whether the present session 
of the 78th General Assembly 
will produce relief or revision 
of property taxes is “ purely a 
speculative 
m atter,” 
Harris 
said. 
H arris said he had a “ very 
guarded 
attitude” toward 
a 
proposal by Rep. Clyde Choate 
of Anna, the House Democratic 
minority leader, for a modified 
tax freeze. 
“ I don’t think it has been giv­ 
en sufficient thought, but the 
matter will be given attention,” 
Harris added. 


“ I can’t say w e’re going to 
get rid of the property tax—pe­ 
riod,” Harris said, noting the 
tax funded most local govern­ 
ments. “ I would have to say of 
course not until some alterna­ 
tive revenue source is 
pro­ 
vided.” 
Harris said his own view is 
that property tax relief might 
be accomplished to the extent 
the state received federal funds 
for revenue sharing. Dr. Mark 
Chadwin. the executive director 
of the commission, said cur­ 
rently this amounts to about 
$110 million annually.

When Michigan’s Don Riegle 
was first elected to Congress 
as, in his own words, “ an up­ 
ward bound hotshot,” he was 
filled 
with 
zeal 
of naivete. 
Merely 29, a boy wonder, a pro­ 
tege of the humanists, he came 
to the capital with visions of 
sugar plums. He’d take the 
place and shake some sense in­ 
to it. He’d storm the dusty cor­ 
ridors of power and let ‘he sun­ 
shine in. O, man. 0, Congress. 
Iffe’d take his seat and cast his 
vote for a bigger and better and 
happier U.S.A. 
No more. Six years after his 
legislative start, now beginning 
his third term as a liberal Re- 
ppblican from Flint, Rep. Rie­ 
gle is not so much concerned 
with a bigger U.S.A. as he is an 
enduring U.S.A. “ I sit in my of­ 
fice here,” he says, sitting in 
his office, “ and really wonder if 
we still have a chance to make 
democracy work.” 
»His sobering re-evaluation of 
his institution is not by itself so 
startling these days. W orry for 
the Republic is widespread and 
bipartisan at all levels of gov­ 
ernment. But Riegle, still with 
a bit of the boyish bravado, dis­ 
tinguishes himself by lament­ 
ing specifics rather than gener­ 
alities. To hell with diplomacy. 
The trouble with the United 
States in 1973, the congressman 
says, is 
purely and 
simply 
Richard Nixon 
The {’resident is just too pow­ 
erful, says Riegle: “ After near­ 
ly 200 years of self determina­ 
tion, we now have a President 
who is much like a king.” Thus 
it is, in the lawm aker’s view, 
the nation is marching lockstep 
toward disaster. 
Like much of his sentiment, 
Riegle’s 
opinion 
of 
Richard 
Nixon has undergone a meta­ 
morphosis in the last half-dozen 
years. At one time the two men 
were allies. Riegle supported 
the Nixon 
presidential cam ­ 
paign in 1960; the President ap­ 
peared at a fundraiser on Rie­ 
gle’s behalf in 1968. 
Then, as Riegle puts it, “ I be­ 
gan to look at him more close­ 
ly,” taking objection to “ his 
tactics and his associates,” fi­ 
nally deciding the President’s 
administration is “ without a 
discernible 
moral 
purpose.” 
Last year he joined an inept 
Dump Nixon movement. Now, 
a maverick in his own party, 
despised openly by White House 
surrogates, Riegle speaks of 
the President with a sigh and 
sneer: 
“ What 
bothers me most 
about the man is that he has 
spent all these years talking 
about strict constructionism in 
the interpretation of the U.S. 
Constitution. And yet he has 
spent so much of his time tear­ 
ing that sam e Constitution 
apart.” 
The 
P re sid e n t’s 
ac­ 
cumulation of authority says 
Riegle, is a flagrant violation of 
the concept of separation of 
powers. His repeated contempt 
for congressional opinion, in 
Riegle’s opinion, adds to the in­ 
justice. 
Riegle now believes the Pres­ 
ident is in a position to “ do just 
about anything he wants.” Shut 
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down the New York Times? 
Bom b 
M oscow ? 
O bliterate 
North Vietnam? 
“ Who can stop him ?” Riegle 
asks. “ If he goes over Hanoi 
again tonight we—the Congress 
and 
the 
American 
people— 
probably wouldn’t know it until 
it was all over. E ric Sevareid on 
C BS might give a three-minute 
editorial denouncing it—but 
what else could anyone do? The 
truth is, no one in the nation is 
powerful enough to touch him.” 
In saying this, of course, Rie­ 
gle is admitting his own inade­ 
quacies and those of Congress. 
Constitutionally, Congress acts 
as the elected representatives 
of the people. In fact, Riegle 
says, most members of Con­ 
gress act 
mostly 
for them­ 
selves, to preserve their niches. 
“ We are geared to avoid issues 
such as wrestling with presi­ 
dential power or obeying the 
public w ill.” 


Riegle definitely is not im­ 
pressed with his colleagues. In 
his recent book, “ O Congress,” 
he sums up the legislative men­ 
ta lity by rem em bering the 
House old-timer who told him: 
“ You’ll never be defeated by a 
speech you never gave.” In 
short; be smart, don’t make 
waves, relax and just string 
along. 
Like others, Riegle says Con­ 
gress suffers from every illness 
except lockjaw. The quality of 
the membership is not so high 
as he would have it. The inter­ 
nal functioning is outdated and 
self protecting. And the seniori­ 
ty system, whereby power is 
held mostly on the basis of 
proximity to senility, is, says 
Riegle, absurd and contempti­ 
ble: 


“ If you come into Congress at 
age 35, you have to wait at least 
20 years before you’re given a 
job with meat. This year, we 
have seven committee chair­ 
men in their 70s and four in 
their 80s. Almost all the rest are 
in their 60s. The question is, 
what sort of men wait around 
for this reward? What kind of 
people are willing to play the 
game for so long? No wonder 
we can’t get anything done up 
here.” 
And yet, sighs Riegle, the 
problems of Congress, deadly 
as they be, comprise merely his 
No. 2 frustration after six years 
in office. No. 1 remains Richard 
Nixon. For even if Congress 
were to reassert itself in the au­ 
thority of its nation, there is no 
guarantee how it could prove 
effective. Riegle says the Pres­ 
ident might still go it alone. 
“ How can you believe other­ 
wise about a man who has a l­ 
ready said that if Congress ap­ 
propriates money he doesn’t 
like, he won’t spend it.” 
Last year all but three mem-

hood bars right downstairs. I 
awake to the sweet smells of 
apple strudel baking in the pas­ 
try shop next door.

Walsh said tape playing will 
not interfere with the regular 
police radio calls. “ Police have 
a faculty of listening to two 
things at o n ce,” said Walsh. 
The training tapes for the 
most part a re the voice work of 
policem an F ran k Harth. But 
plans a re under way to cut 
tapes from lectures on particu ­ 
lar asp e c ts of police work given 
at 
colleges and 
universities, 


such as Northwestern. 
Walsh also plans to add a 
little sex appeal to the ‘ap es. 
“ Maybe, one of our wives 
will read the instructions on 
th em .” he said. “ Or we might 
even hire som e gal with an e s ­ 
pecially sultry voice to do it. 
That would perk ‘em up. If I 
were on patrol at 2 a .m . I’d 
like to hear a w om en’s v o ic e .” 
Walsh said his men will be

Dental report challenged

“ It is therefore, im possible to 
ev a lu a te the extent of the prob­ 
lem, if one e x ists.”

Says:

Dear Dr. Lamb —I have read 
and seen many ads concerning 
increasing your height. The two 
main aspects of increasing your 
height according to the ad is to 
increase the cartilage area be­ 
tween the discs of the spinal 
cord and increasing the basal 
metabolism 
in 
order 
to 
stimulate bone and ligament 
growth. This ad states only a 


few minutes a day over a short 
period can increase your height 
permanently and safely. I 
would like your comments and 
advice on this subject con­ 
cerning the soundness of the 
ad’s proposal 
of 
increasing 
your height. 
Dear Reader—Avoid it like 
the 
plague! 
Unfortunately 
there are many advertisements 
available to the general public 
that recommend procedures, 
methods or products which do 
not do anything for the in­ 
dividual except relieve him 
of his money. In other instances, 
some of the items or procedures 
recommended are downright 
dangerous. 
I ’m sure that the ad really 
referred to increasing the size 
of the discs between the in­ 


dividual spinal vertebrae since 
the spinal cord is a continuous 
structure of nerves and is not 
interrupted with discs. There 
isn't any real way that the size 
of the cartilagenous areas 
between the spinal vertebrae 
can be significantly increased 
nor is there any indication that 
if it were posssible that such a 
procedure would be in the best 
inerest of one’s health. 
There is a slight variation in 
height each day which is 
related to the spaces between 
the 
vertebrae. 
But 
this 
is 
usually only about an inch or 
less. In the morning when one 
first gets up one is usually the 
tallest. As the day wears on the 
discs are compressed slightly 
and a person may be an inch 
shorter. Some of the astronaut 


candidates I 
examined who 
were 
just 
over 
the 
height 
limitations used to exercise 
vigorously during the day 
trying to literally shrink and 
pass the height test at the end of 
the day. It didn’t help and in the 
weightless state they would be 
at 
their 
maximum 
height 
anyway. The problem was 
being short enough to fit into 
the space vehicle. 
As far as increasing basal 
metabolism to stimulate bone 
and ligament growth, this is a 
complete falsehood. The only 
way 
that 
increasing 
the 
metabolsim 
will 
help 
to 
stimulate growth is in people 
who have a thyroid deficiency. 
It is true that thyroid and 
growth hormone work together 
to stimulate body growth but in 


normal, healthy people, giving 
additional thyroid or increasing 
their basal metabolism by 
artificial means will not do 
anything 
to 
stimulate 
their 
growth. 
I would be greatly concerned 
about obtaining any products 
from any ads of this sort for 
fear that they might actually be 
harmful to your health. 
A second gimmick used in 
advertising is to tell people they 
will be taller and the company 
is actually selling lifts to be 
placed inside the shoes. 
Anyone who’s concerned 
about their height or growth 
problems should see a repu­ 
table physician. If you want to 
keep your health, avoid the 
advertisements and the quacks.

Teacher wins pay ment s uit 


Mrs. Alice Pope, a Baileyville 
teacher who was permanently 
disabled from an accident at 
the school 12 years ago, has 
been awarded total compensa­ 
tion and benefit payments 
which could amount to as much 
as $50,000 plus a pension for life, 
by the Illinois Supreme Court, 
according to reliable sources. 
November 17, 1960 as she was 
leaving the gymnasium 
en­ 
trance of a grade school in 
Baileyville, Mrs. Pope ap­ 
parently slippped on the ice and 
fell on a metal grate on the 
ground. 
She suffered a permanent 
spinal injury and was told then 
at the age of 42 she would not be 
able to work for the rest of her 
life. 
Mrs. Pope received certain 
benefits from the Baileyville 
School District after the ac­ 
cident, including temporary 
disability 
compensât ion 
payments until March 
1963, 
when they ceased 
After nine years Mrs. Pope at 
her second appearance before 
the Illinois Supreme Court was 


awarded compensation for all 
of the payments that have been 
missed since she stopped re­ 
ceiving them in 1963. 
This includes all benefits plus 
a pension for life computed 
from the date of her declared 
permanent disability. 
The Baileyville School Dis­ 
trict, stopped payment to Mrs. 
Pope, because she failed to 
meet the annual required ap 
plication deadline. 
Apparently the district main­ 
tained Mrs. Pope was supposed 
to have filed the application for 
the compensation by March, 
1963, but she received a check 
in April of 1963. 
She thought she* did not have 
to file until April. Meanwhile 
she was notified by the district 
that the April check was a 
medical payment and not a 
special benefits check as she 
had thought. 
After the funds ceased Mrs. 
Pope filed for compensation 
with the State Industrial Com­ 
mission.

The resulting com­ 
petition for available fuel could 
plunge the nation into a new 
crisis almost overnight.

R efineries have been blarm'd 
for a late start in producing 
fuel oil for heating and for 
trucks, but oil men insist the

Surge in 
guns in 
school

cities across the country report 
a surge in cases of pupils car­ 
rying and using guns in class­ 
rooms, corridors and school 
yards during the past year. 
Most incidents occur at inner 
city high schools. The weapons 
are usually cheap, small-cali- 
ber hand guns. Officials relate 
the increase to the revival of 
juvenile gangs in some cities 
and the persistence of racial 
tension. 
An Associated Press survey 
around the country indicated 
the scope of the problem: 
There have* been fit) gun epi­ 
sodes in Los Angeles schools 
since September Shots from a 
passing car killed a 16-year-old 
pupil near Locke High School. 
Three pupils later were ar­ 
rest ed 
Fifteen handguns were con­ 
fiscated last year in Atlanta 
schools. A 12-year-old hoy, an­ 
gered when schoolmates chided 
him for disobeying a traffic sig 
nal, got a pistol from home and 
opened fire on the school play­ 
ground He hit no one. 
Four high school pupils, 
thm* of them girls, were ex­ 
pelled this month in San Fran 
cisco for carrying guns. 
School officials in Topeka, 
Kan., took a gun from a girl 
who said she needed it for pro­ 
tection. 
There were 15 school gun 
cases in Detroit and four in 
Seattle during the last year. 
Since September, 15 incidents 
were reported in New York and 
16 in Kansas City. 
“ We have a problem and it is 
increasing,” said Everett Cope­ 
land, 
security 
manager 
for 
Kansas City schools. “ Kids car­ 
ry guns lor different reasons. 
Some 
say 
they 
have 
been 
threatened Some involve ex­ 
tortion attempts. Some kids 
just say it’s a status symbol." 
The problem has escalated so 
rapidly that national statistics 
are lacking A few schools now 
keep records on gun incidents, 


but comparative figures from 
fiast years do not exist. The In­ 
ternational 
Association 
of 
School Security Directors last 
year began pushing for uniform 
reporting 
procedures 
that 
would include such figures. 
School administrators and se­ 
curi ty officers have responded 
to the problem in several ways. 
Officials in Atlanta are con­ 
vinced the only real solution is 
to convince pupils they do not 
need guns. ‘‘We try to sell the 
idea that one does not need to 
come to school armed,” said 
Asst. Supt. Ed Cook Jr. 
Many school districts have 
doubled or tripled the size of 
their guard forces. At some Los 
Angeles schools, only one en­ 
trance is opened and a security 
officer 
is 
stationed 
there. 
Guards at some New York 
schools make occasional “ pat 
down” searches to see if pupils 
are carrying weapons. 
School officials agreed the 
situation they face reflects the 
larger 
problem 
of 
guns 
in 
society. 
"You have kids who see guns 
at home, who s<*e people carry­ 
ing guns all the time, and those 
kids are going to carry guns 
too,” said Van Turner, deputy 
administrator for school safey 
in Now York.
